This case was one of the hi'irdput 
fought In the history of Mason county 
and probably created more local In- 
terest than any suit brouRht in many 
years, It Involved (he entire estate of 
the late A. C. Sphar, wealthy brick 
manufacturer and Its hearing In the 
looal court co^umer much time dur- 
ing wlilob more tban a half-hundred 
wttnesMW were anejitloned. 

Immediately following the Jury's 
verdict breaking the will and turning 
the fortune back to the blood relatives 
of the late A. ('. Si)har, the attorneys 
representing the di-fendcrs of the will, 
served notice of Ibclr inloution to ask 
a new trial. Formal motion was filed 
within a short time and u supplemen- 
tary motion was filed a few weeks 
ago. 

On Saturday Judge Newell heard 
argumenta in the ease, and read affl- 
davlta filed by the defenders of the 
will, after ;whioh he reaohed bla dect- 
aton denying a re-hearIng of the oue. 
Tlie defenders of the will were then 
given an appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals of Kentucky and given until the 
tenth day of January to file a tran- 
script of the evidence and their bill of 
exceptions. This extra length of time 
was granted by the court because of 
the amount of evidence to be copied 
by the official stenographer.

Time and expenee do not deter

tbe convening of the United States 
Diitrict Court Monday morning in 
Tovlngton it became necessary a few 
days ago for Colonel H. M. Cox, Unit- 
ed States Marshal, to summon a wit- 
ness who resides in Los Angeles, Cal., 
Ill testily in a wliile slave case. 

Oilier witnesses were summoned 
from Philadelphia, Cleveland, Chicago 
and Detroit Judge A. M. J. Cochran, 
Maysvllle, Ky., will begin his twenty- 
first year as Judge of his court. He 
was mtpolnted by tbe late President 
MoKinley, who died before Judge 
Cochran's appointment was conflrmed 
by tbe United States Senate. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt immediately reap- 
pointsd Judge Cochran. 

Judge Cochran has held three regu- 
lar !ind many siieclal terms of court 
each year In Covington, which is the 
seat of the Eastern District of Ken- 
tucky. 

The docket contains fifty-four civil 
suits to which will be added a large 
number of Indictments to be returned 
by tbe grand jury, mostly violations 
of the national prohibition laws. 

Under a recent decision handed 
down by Jndga Cochran, Tlolators of 
the prohibition laws can be proseevt- 
ed In criminal and to civil raits. They 
must pay the revenue taxes and fines 
for liquor found In their possession, 
and upon failure to do so the govern- 
ment may levy on any property they 
possess for the tax and penalties. 

"Bootleggers" possessing property, 
It is predicted, will become scarcer 
since this decision was handed down. 
They can be prosecuted under the 
orlmlaal law even after tbelr property

On the oecawon of the reeeul vinit of General Wood to Japan, 
the Japanese War Minbter delivered an address in wliicli, aceordin^' 
io prt'ss dispatchea, he spoke ot the importancf of friendship betwccii 
the United States and Japuu upon wliom he deelared "rests tin- 
weighty respouHibility for the maintenance of peace in the PaeilH 
and the Far East." 

The words were truly spoken. Friendship betwen Japan and tiie 
United States is of the utmost iniportanc.-, b. causr these two nation.s 
are the only ones recognized as world powers that border tiie I'aeilie 
and have navies of ssufScient size to make them factors in an inter- 
national eunflict. There can be no war of consi'iiucncr nii tlic ['aeifie 
so long as the United States and Japan agree, lli.sion would con- 
demn for all time either nation that pursued a course that i)ii( ipi- 
(atfd war Injustice on the part of filK'T nation leading to war 
might give a temporary advantage to the parly at fault but the whole 
world would forever after distruct the aggressor and in the end the 
wrong Avould bring its penalty. 

Merciful victors M'ithheld a large measure of nstribution in the 
case of (Icrmaiiy liut ultinialoly the German nation aii<l its |M-.,plc 
will pay dearly for the sins of German militarism. Kveu if Geniumy 
had won in the wnr which Ijeifan in 1914. a peace dictated by her 
would have been but temporary. 

Probably the United States eould prosecute a successful wai 
against Japan, but she would incur the enmity of all other nation.s if 
she did so williout imiisc I'ossiMy .hipan oould starl ii war wliicli Iiy 
the suddenness of the attack would win a temporary advanta;:!'. Imt, 
if in the wrong, Jai)an would be an outcast forever after. The civ- 
ilized peoples of the earth have a sense of honor which they extend 
ti; international as well as to individual dealings. War between 
Japan and the United States is ifipossihle so long as each deala^airly. 

HTLAN SHOWS UP OLD SHIPPINO BOASD. 

The political linen which is )>uing washed in New York t'iiy 
sheds light on another act of maladministration on the part of the 
U. S. .Shippin;,' Pmard wliile under the Wilson rcf,'iini'. Mayor llyliiii 
writes to Frank A. Mtinsey, of the N. Y. Herald, in part as follows . 

"Your editorial page today, and for several days, has cliarfied 
the city administration, of which I am the head, with responsibility 
for the 'lo.ss of four million dollars of cream which the lesees of 
Iwenty-i'our piers skimmed in subleases," and failiuff to present Ibe 
grafters from getting four million dollars more fro mthose twenty - 
four pier leases.' 

"You know that most of this sum of money wa« procure(i from 
the United States Government through the United States Shipping 
Board during the period of the war. The Shipping Board Ihiew that 
the rates is paid for the use of city i)iers to lessees were exorbitant, 
J nd the board could have commandeered the piere and paid a normal 
price for their use, had it desired to do so- The Shipping Board evi- 
dently had no sneh int<'ntion, for it paid tlu' exorbitant rates to the 
iessees, knowing exactly what the lesees paid the City of New York 
and knowing that as the result of Federal Court dt ei.sions, the City of 
Kew York had no control whatever over the rates charged by lessci s.

JAPAN FOBTIFTINa. 

It is reported that Japan is rapidly foUifying some of the Pacific 
islands that came under her control as a result of the Versailles 
Treaty, One of the fortified islands is only ten-hours sail from Gnam. 
It is also significant that these islands form a chain of outposts tljat 
leads direetly to tlic British possession south of the Equator, ami 
thence to Austrialia. Of course the development of those islands as 
iiiililary iinil naval i i nlcrs is without any indication from .lapan that 
che considers them as menaces to either the United Jitates or Aus 
tralia. Meanwhile this country is concentrating its best batleships 
in tin- Pacific, setting aiiT^laiH' stations along that coast, and .s<'nd- 
ing s.a}.'oing submarim s to the Philippines. Presumably Australia, 
too, is making proper disposition of her forces.'

Thli 
means that the number ot big game li- 
censes Issued for a given area In one 
season would depend upon the number 
of game animals which It has been de- 
termined in.advano» can be spared.

The department has collected 
packages from the various countries 
of the world that make butter in con- 
siderable quantities, and they will be 
shown in comparison with packages 
that are used In our own country. In 
addition there will be samples Of good 
and of poor packing.

controlling the disease, accordiiii; to 
an announcement by J. .S. Gardner, 
field agent in liorticullure under 
whose direction the work is being car- 
ried on. Dates for meetings arc being 
arranged on request in counties where 
farmers were troubled with the disease 
and other plans being made to assist 
as many growers as ponible in reduc- 
ing the loss wUeh blight causes to 
their crops. 

A number of farmers this year con- 
trolled tlie blight in their ffields by 
spraying with Bordeaux mixlure a> 
many a.s three times during lln' ^va.- 
son. Some sprayed only once viliilf 
others sprayed their crops twice 
Fields which were sprayeil three time , 
liave been practically tree of the pe: i 
while heavy losses occurred in tlios>' 
which were not sprayed, according to 
Mr. Gardner.
